Lewis Alleges Wilson’s

Indianapolis, October 30.—After 


‘dispatching to Washington a tele- 


gram to Secretary of Labor Wilson 
in which the president’s position on 
the coal strike was characterized as 
that of an usurper, the executive 
board of the United Mine Workers 
of America today turned to routine 


business. Although the actual strike 


wags less than 36 hours away, the 
governing body of the union devot- 
ed the afternoon to adjusting dis- 
putes between locals and individual 
members, 
*s@ssion said there was “nothing of 
public interest” in the proceedings. 

The telegrams constituted the 
first exchange of views between the 
administration and the union. While 
the telegrams from Secretary Wil- 
son reached here yesterday, the re- 
ply was not completed until today 
when it was submitted to the exec- 
utive board by President Lewis. It 
was understood the reply was ap- 
proved by unanimous vote, Union

The reply indicated the secretary 
offéred to call a conference of the 
wiiners and employers, which offer 
Was accepted in the following lan- 
guage:

No Sabotage, Say Miners. 

At the office of the United States 
district attorney there was no an- 
nouncement as to what proceedings 
might be instituted in regard to the 
strike. 

The union officials said the mine 
owners and public could rest assured 


that no act of the organization 


would be allowed to work physical 
damage to the coal diggings. They 
pointed out that the strike order 
provided that local unlons must al- 
low “sufficient men to remain at 
work to insure the proper care and 
protection of all mining properties 
in conformity with the provisions of 
the district agreements in the sev- 
eral fields.” 

Building fences against charges 
that the demand for a _ six-hour 
working day was calculated to reduce 
production, the’ statisticians of the 
union assembled figures which they 
said proved that even the country’s 
peak production of 685,000,000 tons 
of bituminous coal in 1918 was not 
the limit of the industry. They said 
this was dug with the mines aver- 
aging only about 70 per cent of 
capacity and with the skilled work- 
ing force reduced by 80,000 miners 
im the army and navy. Out of a 
possible 312 working days in the 
year, they said western Pennsylva- 
nia miners averaged 260, Indiana 
249, Illinois 228 and Ohio 224. The 
bulk of bituminous tonnage came 
from those states.

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Japan Ratifies Treaty of Peace

Tokio, Oetober 30.—Japan has rat- 
ified the treaty of peace of Ver- 
sailles. 

The peace treaty was approved 
by the privy council last Monday 
at a mecting at which the emperor 
presided. The treaty committee of 
the council reported that the league 
of nations covenant did not conflict 
with the prerogatives of the em- 
peror and could co-exist with the 
alliance with England, which is de- 
fensive and not \aggressive. The 
committee advised the government 
to settle the Shantung matter to the 
best possible advantage for Japan. 
After unanimous approval without 
reservations the treaty was submit- 
ted to the emperor and was rati- 
| fied today, 


Japan is the fourth great power 
to ratify the treaty, Great Britain, 
France and Italy being the other 
three. 


GERMANY MUST SIGN 
ADDITIONAL CLAUSES.

Sugar, Board Is Ceasing 
Activities—Claims $256,-

Sugar equalization 
board today telegraphed Senator 
McNary, republican, Oregon, in 
charge of the sénate sugar inves- 
tigation, that it was preparing to 
“wind up its activities,”-in view of 
inability to obtain sufficient sugar 
from Cuba to warrant further gov- 
ernment control. 

In a statement isshed tonight the 
board claims it has saved the 
American people a possible $256,- 
000,000 in the year ended July 15, 
1919. In addition the board will 
turn Over to the treasury $30,000,- 
000 made from its margin of 38% 
cents per hundred pounds on Cuban 
sugars, Which sum would have gone 
to refiners or Cuban producers, or 
would have been lost between pro- 
ducer and retailer.

The board.in its telegram to Sena- 
tor McNary said it was impossible 
to acauire “any great amount of the 
new Cuban sugar crop at this time 
at a reasonable price,’’ and that the 
board was planning to close its af- 
fairs except in a minor way, includ- 
ing supervision of equitable dis- 
tribution of sugar left on its pres- 
ent Cuban contract.

street 4 per cent. 

While the meeting was in session 
County Commissioner Oscar Mills 
and Alderman J. H. Ewing made 
talks in which they agreed that the

Washington, October 30.— The 
government put on its fighiing 
clothes today to meet the coal strike 
due to start Saturday. 

While order after order popped 
out with startling war-time swift- 
ness, the long arm of the law 
reached out to protect the public 
and those miners willing-to remain 
at work in the face of union com- 
mands to quit. 

Most drastic of all moves during 
the day was the order of the rail® 
road administration for seizure of. 
coal in transit for roads requiring 
it, with rationing of stocks on hand 
to essential industries. 

So far as the government is able 
to prevent, there will be no prof- 
iteering while the grim specter of 
winter, with coal bins dangerously 
low or bare, looms big and close 
at hand. Almost the first step to- 
day was drafting an order fixing 
a maximum price for all grades of 
coal. Re-establishment of the privr- 
ities list will put coal wheré it is 
most needed, and if it comes to that 
the government will curtail con- 
sumption. 

Propped in Bed, Wilson Acts. 

Breaking down the barriers which 
had kept members of the cabinet 
away from his sick room, President 
Wilson took a hand in the fight to- 
day and personally approved every 
detail in the general plan of deal- 
ing with conditions likely to arise 
with theh walkout of the soft coal 
miners. For twenty minutes the 
president, propped up in bed, went 
over with Attorney General Palmer 
the various steps, heard what or- 
ders had been issued and was put in. 
intimate touch with all arrange- 
ments. The president, it was said, 
was especially gratified to learn of 
protective measures, both for the 
homes and the mines. 

The coal strike took precedance 
over the peace treaty in the senate. 
which for four hours debated and 
then adopted a resolution pledging 
its support to the government in 
maintaining order during the pres- 
ent industrial emergency. Efforts 
to have the house take _ similar 
action failed because of opposition 
by republican leaders. 

In and out of congress, however. 
sentiment seemed to turn through

Troops as Last Resort. 

State and city police and regula- 
tion constabulary forces will be 
pressed into service first, and 
troops will be called only as a last 
resort, according to those familiar 
with the program. Secretary Dan- 
fels announced today that sailors 
and marines will be shifted to land 
duty and attached to military or- 
ganizations, if their services are de- 
manded by the phresident. There 
has been no statement, however, as 
to the policy or determination of 
using troops. Much will depend on 
what happens afttr the mines shut 
down tomorrow night. 

Satisfied there was no longer hope 
of averting the strike, but eager to 
have miners and operators mediate, 
government officials felt that a 
rasping note had been sounded by 
John L. Lewis, president of the 
Wnited Mine Workers of America, 
in a telegram to Secretary of La- 
bor Wilson, attacking President 
Wilson for his part in trying to 
bring peace to the industry. The 
mine workers’ president was reply- 
ing to a telegram sent by Secre- 
tary Wilson, which the secretary re- 
fused to make public. 

With the fixing of maximum 
prices, both for bituminous and an- 
thracite coal, and establéshment of 
the priorities list, Fuel Adminis- 
trator Garfield again will take com- 
mand of the situation, under his 
old-time powers. Much of this work 
will be carried on through the bu- 
reau of mines of the interior de- 
partment and the railroad adminis- 
tration. Director General Hines and 
Dr. Garfield attended the cabinet 
meeting and the mode of procedure 
adopted was said to follow thelr 
suggestion. 

Coal to Be Allocatec. 

Coal will be allocated and dis- 
tributed in accordance with the 
plan followed two years 4&0 during 
the severe weather when the sup- 
ply was short. If the strike is pro- 
longed and the output meanwhile 
limited, the less essential indus- 
tries will be forced to curtail.

100,000 MEN TO QUIT

Pittsburg, October 30.—The dawn 
of Saturday will find more than 
100,000 coal miners of western and 
central Pennsylvania and West Vir- 
ginia on strike, according to offi- 
cers of the United Mine Workers of 
America in the two districts, who 
have declared that the men will 
obey orders of their leaders and 
walk out. Practically all high offi- 
cials of the miners’ union in this 
area attended the Indianapolis con- 
ference yesterday and were not ex- 
pected to return to their headquar- 
ters until late today. but those of- 
ficers who could be reached said 
that the coal diggers would heed 
the strike call.

A fuller knowledge of the extent 
and intensity of the revolutionary 
or insubordinate spirit among the 
men evidently convinced the staff 
that the present is an inopportune 
time to resort to drastic measures. 
So a spirit of conciliation and con- 
cession was adopted. The soldiers 
were gentled into good behavior. 
And as none were making wild de- 
mands, such as had characterized 
the Russian revolt, and as no vio- 
lence was offered, the emergency is 
being bridged over as tactfully as 
possible, Everybody recognizes the 
strain of the war upon men, and 
their desire to get home, and this, 
indeed, is shared by the officers 
themselves.

The Italian army is so much “on 
its own” that it is regarded as a 
potential danger, rather than as a 
restraining foree, in the uncertain 
times which many observers see 
ahead of Italy.

Another significant evidence that 
real democracy meets the test of 
the new day is found in the Ameri- 
can army. There has been no mu- 
tinies of our men. They may com- 
plain among themselves and look 
forward to the day when they will 
be demobilized and can get the ear 
of congress and the public for the 
remedying of wrongs, but as sol- 
diers they continue obedient to the 
discipline to which they have sub- 
jected themselves.

Feel New World Influence

Pen Picture of the Holy 
City Which Is Not Heav- 
enly—A Parasite Capital 
and Its Religious Abuses.

Jerusalem, October 28.—War has 


not greatly changed Jerusalem. 
The starvation and _ persecution 
and manifest distress of the past 
four years are all gone; prosperity 
has become more general since the 
British occupation than at any 
time within a hundred years. 
Relief agencies have done their 
work so well that many of them 
have moved out, mcluding the 
American Red «Cross. The near 
eastern committee maintains the 
Schneller orphanage, a famous 
German institution, for about four 
hundred children. None of these, 
nor yet of the city’s population,, 
now show any trace of the terrible 
deprivations of war times. 
stories that may be circulating in 
America of destitution in Jerusa- 
lem are entirely out of date. 
Outwardly, Jerusalem appears the 
same as she did ten years ago, with 
two exceptions, One is the in- 
new buildings outside of 
the city walls, especially to the 
north. These were largely erected 
in the five years preceding the 
war. They are all modern, and are 
constructed of the limestone which 
underlies the land. There are more 
persons living outside of the walls 
than within; this is 
Jerusalem. Resi- 
dences, churches, schools and hos- 
pitals abound and increase. Seen 
from a distant hill, the extra-mural 
section of Jerusalem is the larger. 
So now we have added that most 
modern ri] the suburbuanites, 
to the long line of Jebusites and 
Canaanites and Hities and Hivites 
and Amorites and other “ites” as- 
sociated with Palestine. The red- 
tiled modern buildings of what 
in America would be called the 
‘north Jerusalem extension” are 
more appealing to the eye, from the 
Mount of Olives, than the gray- 
toned city itself. There is nothing 
in this part of this old city that 
David would recognize were he to 
return; this all bespeaks the twen- 
tieth century—except a few iInci- 
dental touches, like the stone 
threshing floor, not far from the 
Damascus Gate, where the oxen are 
treading out the grain as they did 
on this very spot thousands of 
years ago.

Odors of Jerusalem. 

Another difference recent years 
have made in the old city of Je- 
rusalem. Some attempt 
to improve the sanitation. In the 
vile fashion of the Orient, the 
streets were used for indescribable 
purposes. Filth was everywhere. 
Now one observes a frequent use 
of lime in street corners and of 
whitewash in houses, and learns 
of new sanitary regulations, which 
foretell the coming of a new era. 

Of course, the old familiar mal- 
odors still survive. The “odor of 
sanctity” is not a Jerusalem smell. 
Folk with sensitive nostrils will 
find no comfort in Jerusalem, new 
or old. Even the section of the 
main street, where the New Jeru- 
salem hotel is situated, outside of 
the walls. between Jaffa Gate and 
the postoffice, reeKs with an oOver- 
powering stench of which the 
source is undiscoverable. Perhaps 
explanation lies in the simple 
fact that Jerusalem has had vari- 
ous kinds of attempts at sewerage 
drainage, but some of the conduifs, 
the authorities say, end no man 
knows where! Those which do 
emerge simply seep down into the 
Valley of Hinnom, where the vege- 
table gardens are.

Old Jerusalem, within the walls, 
is not only the home of human 
hearts from world’s end to world’s 
end: it is also the capital of the 
world’s microbes and insect pests.

There has been nothing in the hab- 
its of the people to discouragé the 
growth of this element of the pop- 
ulation. Bath tubs are as infre- 
quent as saints in the holy city. 

One British authority, who is do- 
ing more than any other one man 
for the improvement of Jerusalem, 
tells me that as a city old Jerusa- 
lem is really impossible of renova. 
tion. No modern person will con- 
sent to live there. The heaped-up 
debris of ages underlies it. Bac- 
teria by the billion find its condi- 
tions salubrious. The streets can- 
not be westernized, even if desired. 
All talk of a street car system 
within the walls is absurd. All the 
streets are too narrow; some are 
vaulted over; many are merely 
flights of steps between walls: and 
they dart hither and thither, up 
and down, like a city gamin escap- 
ing the policeman. Picturesque, 
yes; but impractical and insani- 
tary to the highest degree, 

Even the bazars, the charm of 
which is observed by the eye rather 


than by the pose, are a meeting

place of microbes. Food is all 
openly displayed, and Keeps hospi- 
table visiting hours for sociable 
germs. It is the fashion of Jeru- 
salem marketers to handle thor- 
oughly an article before buying; so

The house has listened, but ap- 
parently the restaurant _manage- 
ment did not, for on October 11 Mr. 
King entered its portals for a light 
collation of corned beef and cab- 
bage. Something caused Mr. King 
to change his mind, however, for, 
instead of eating the food he had 
ordered, he transported that tender- 
ly to the nearest drug store and 
weighed it. 

No Light Ceremony. 

The weighing was no light cere- 
mony either, and probably corned 
beef and cabbage was never so mi- 
nutely weighed before. As he re- 
ported it to the house today the 
weights, including bread and butter 
were as follows: : 

Corned beef, 2 ounces 4 drams 40 
grains. 

Caggage, 3 ounces. 

Bread, 1.5 ounces. 

Butter, 1 dram 40 grains. 

Mr. King was not indulging in 
scientific weighing alone. There was 
mvch more to the proceeds. Leading 
Wholesale dealers in corned beef 
cabbage, bread and butter were con- 
sulted and with the aid of the fig- 
ures they furnished Mr. King reach- 
ed the momentous conclusion that 
his order of corned beef and cab- 
bage with bread and butter cost 
8.05 cents for raw material. For 
the benefit of the less energetic 
members of the house, Mr. King in- 
formed them that the addition of 
100 per cent for handling would 
bring the eost to 16.10 cents, and as 
he had been charged 50 cents he 
wished the house to stand witness 
that a profit of 34 cents, or approx. 
Imately 212 per cent, had been ex- 
acted, 

250 Per Cent Profit. 

There still remained the grave 
matter of the lettuce-chicken sand- 
wich, on which original research 
had also been conducted. Its guar- 
anteed weights, Mr. King reported, 
were: 

Chicken, 5 drams, 30 grains. 

Lettuce, 5 drams, 20 grains. 

Butter, 1 dra 40 grains. 

Bread, 1 ounce, M@lrame, 50 grains. 

Following the Same process of 
deduction used in unraveling the 
corned beef and cabbage mystery, Mr. 
King informed his fellow members 
that the raw materials cost 4.58 
cents, handling brought it up to 
9.16 c@nts, and that therefore the 
chargegof 35 cents represented a 
profit 250 per cent.

“At the above rate one three- 
pound chicken would make 70 sand- 
wiches, which would sell for $24.50. 
So there you are, Mr. Chairman,” 
said Mr. King.

In such cases the conclusion 
is drawn that the emergency is 
not ended when so small a pro- 
portion of men can be considered 
as a civilian proposition, and

ly 60 per cent. of those registered. 

Reports are now available from 
76 cities. In the four weeks past 
47,546 service men have applied for 
employment and 41,548 have been 
placed. This is an average of about 
11.094 men applying each week, 
and 9,674 placed. New York City 
reports an average weeklv registra- 
tion of 1,232; Chicago 820; and St. 
Louis 782. 

“The soldier re-employment prob- 
lem cannot be considered at an end 
with such figures as these, espe- 
cially when they concern but 76 of 
the 3.300 bureaus throughout the 
country,” said General Haan.

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F LUTHERANS URCED 
TO ASSIST POLAND 


Report Describes Condi- 
tions of Human Misery. 
Returned Refugees 
Starve by Thousands. 


New York, October 29.—(Special.) 
Dr. Lauritz Larsen, chairman of the 
European relief committee of the 
National Lutheran council, has pub- 
lished a report on conditions in Po- 
land. The report is made by Pro- 
fessor M. J. Stoles, of St. Paul, who 
epent some time in Poland during 
early fall. On the basis of this re- 
port Dr. Larsen has ssued an ap- 
peal to the Lutherans of America 
to speed to the uttermost the relief 
work for the people in Poland. 

The report in part follows: 

“In 1915 the Germans 
threatening all Warsaw. Then oc- 
curred what I would call one of 
the greatest tragedies of this world 
War, orders came from the Russian 
headquarters that the Lutherans of 
Lublien, Kalisch and* Kamien were 
to leave immediately for interior 
Russia. In this way a hundred and 
ten thousand men had to leave 
their homes and _ families on 24 
hours’ notice. Ten days later the 
women and children were told to 
go. One of the pastors who was 
allowed to go with the women and 
children told me that the train had 
to stop ever so often to give time 
for burying the dead children. 
Twenty-five or more were buried at 
atime. The most pitiful feature of 
this expulsion was that the fami- 
lies did not know where the men 
had gone, and it took years to find 
them. Some of the families have 
not found each other yet. Two- 
thirds of these unfortunates return- 
ed to Poland last year and about 
one-third still remains in Siberia or 
Russia. Many will never return, 
having died in exile. 

Pathetic Incidents. 

“The district superintendent of 
Lublien, Rev. Schoneiche, told us 
some very pathetic incidents that 
occurred during the great expulsion. 
If neighbors happened to have any 
quarrels or law suits pending they 
at once made up before leaving. 
(ireat multitudes came to the pas- 
tor and asked for holy communion 
and he was obliged to celebrate the 
communion continually for 24 hours. 
There were very few Bibles among 
the people at the time, so in order 
that everyone could have at leasta 
small portion of the Holy Scripture 
it was decided to divide the Bibles 
into several books and distribute 
them among the people. 

“What did these people find when 
they returned to their old home- 
steads in Poland? Their houses 
were all destroyed, many churches 
and most of the schools in ruins: 
their farms either lying waste or 
taken over by their Catholic neigh- 
bors. During their exile they had 
of course not been able to procure 
any clothing or shoes. It is there- 
fore not to be wondered at that 
not one in ten of the returned Lu- 
theran refugees have any shoes or 
bed clothing or even decent wearing 
apparel

Visit to Kamien, 


“We were told by Rev. Bursche to 
visit Chelm and Wamien in order 


to prove to our own satisfaction the | 


present situation of our brethren in 
Poland. I shall never forget our 
Visit 40 Kamien and vicinity. 
“One of the finest church build- 
ings in Poland had been there be- 
fore the war. A splendid parsonage, 
a parochial school near by anda 
parish hall. Now the church is !n 
ruins and a veritable growth of 
young trees were found within the 
church walls. Some of the people 
came together to their former places 
of worship, so we had a chance to 
find out how they lived and what 
their prospects were for the com- 
ing winter. A woman told us that 
she was taking care of two children 
whose parents were dead or lost tn 
Siberia, Another one was caring for 
an old blind man whose relatives 
had disappeared. It seemed to be 
the general belief that a great many 
will die of starvation or freeze to 
aeath if no help from outside Is 
given before the winter sets in. 


Limita of Misery. 


“A few miles out of Kamien we 
came to a settlement of returned 
refugees, where the limits to human 
misery seemed to have been reached. 
Having no houses, they had dug 
holes in the ground and attempted 
to cover them with branches and 
straw. But the country is flat and 
the season was rainy, so these 
‘dugouts’ were more or less filled 
with water and mud. Here we found 
people, whole families, lying sick 
with typhus, consumption and star- 
vation, 

“In one of these holes the father 
Was very low and the mother evi- 
dently also in the last stage of con- 
sumption. A little girl of about six 
or seven was found sitting by her 
mother trying to feed her some wild 
berries that she had just brought in 
trom the filed, am sure it was the 
only thing they had to eat in that 
family. We stopped to talk with 
some people we met on the road. I 
wish I had a camera to show you 
how miserable they all looked. 
Some children there were, but oh! 
how drawn and thin their faces 


were, how liarge their eyes seemed 
to be, and what a terrible story of 
suffering they all seemed to be 
telling. 

“Il asked a couple of little girls 
if they as hungry and one of 
them broke down and sobbed they 
were hungry all the time. I asked 
some of the men what they had to 
eat and one of them went across 
the road and pulled out some net- 
tles, saying: ‘We make soup of 
this and it is all that we have had 
to eat for weeks.’ ‘Will this sus- 
tain life? I asked. ‘It will keep us 
alive for a short time, but we grad- 
ually get so weak that we-have tu 
lie down because we don’t feel the 
hunger so much, he answered. He 
,also told me that one of his neigh- 
bors, an old man, had died that 
morning. It was starvation.”

New York, October 30.—Charges

General Adelbert Ames, who en- 
terg upon his 85th year today, is 
one of the few surviving general of- 
ficers of the Union army, and is 
particularly well remembered for 
his eactive participation in recon- 
struction politics. After the war he 
was made lieutenant colonel of the 
24th infantry and was appointed 
provisioned governor of Mississippi 
by the president. In 1870 he became 
United States senator from Missis- 
sippi, and resigned his military 
commission.

UNION LABOR FIGHTS 
ANTESTRIKE CLAUSE 


Washington, October 80.—Repre- 
sentatives of organized labor filed 
protest today before the members of 
congress against both the Cummins 
and Esch bills, the senate and house 
railroad measures, respectively, La- 
ber provisions of the two bills were 
the chief causes of complaint. 

Samuel Gompers, president, and 
Frank Morrison, secretary of the 
American Federation of Labor, pro- 
posed at a conference with several 
representatives the substitution of 
ithe Plumb railroad operation plan 
for both bills. 

Officials of the four railroad 
brotherhoods conferred with Chair- 
man Cummins, of the senate inter- 
state commerce committee, and made 
‘ermal application to be heard in 
opposition to the so-called antl- 
strike provision of the senate Dill. 
Written objections to the bill were 
submitted by the brotherhood rep- 
resentatives, and Chairman Cummins 
announced he would submit them 
temorrow to the full committee, 
which will decide whether hearings 
will be reopened to allow the rail- 
read men to present their case.

TO PROTECT FISH 


Hatchery Attendants May 
Kill Fish-Eating Birds. 


By J. H. Benton. 
(By Constitution Leased Wire) 

Washington, October 30.—With a 
view to protecting fish hatcheries 
from fish-eating birds, the secretary 
of agriculture has issued an order, 
effective at once, which permits the 
shooting or trapping of grebes, 
loons, gulls and terns, mergansers 
and certain species of the heron 
family, including the bittern, great 
blue heron, little blue heron, green 
heron and wblack-crowned night 
heren, by any person connected with 
public or private fish hatcheries 
throughout the United States and 
Alaska, where these birds are in- 
jurious to and destructive of fishes 
at the hatcheries. 

All of these birds are given pro. 
tection under the migratory bird 
treaty act, but the secretary of ag- 
riculture may permit them to be 
killed when, upon investigation, they 
are found to be seriously injurious 
to agricultural or other interests. 
After thorough investigations at a 
number of fish hatcheries in various 
sections ef the country, it was con- 
cluded that protection against these 
birds was necessary for the preser- 
vation of the fish at the hatcheries, 

The order is very definite and 
provides that every bird killed or 
trapped pursuant to the permission 
contained therein and every part of 
such bird, including the plumage and 
feathers, shall be totally destroyed 
as promptly as possible and shall 
not be possessed, transported or 
shipped in any manner outside of 
the grounds and waters of the 


except for the purpose of destruc- 
tion, provided that such birds ar 
parts thereof may be shipped or 
transported as a gift to publie mu- 
seums and public scientific and edu- 
cational institutions. Provision is 
made that all packages containing 
such birds or parts thereof so ship- 
ped or transported shall be clearly 
marked, so that the name and ad- 
dress of the shipper and the nature 
of the contents may be readily as- 
certained on an inspeetion of the 
outside thereof.

Inspectors Visit 
Athens in Interest 
Of Observation Post | 


Athens, Ga., October 30.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Professors Benjamin Ross 
and Sebastian Albrecht have arrived 
in Athens for the purpose of estab- 
lishing a temporary observation 
post here, having already visited 
Charlotte, Greensboro and Green- 
ville, the purpose of their observa- 
tions in these various points being 
to find a suitable place in which to 
locate a permanent observatory. 

From Athens the observers will 
go to Atlanta, Macon, Augusta and 
Pinehurst before returning to Al- 
bany, N. Y. After their return to 
Albany they will study and discuss 
the observations made in the 
various places and decide which 
point in the south affords the best 
advantages for an astronomical 
observatory. 

The establishment of an observa- 
tory here would mean much to the 
city of Athens and since Athens is 
the educational center of the state 
if not the entire south such a post 
would afford excellent opportunity 
to the hundreds of students here to 
give a more extensive study to at- 
mospheric and astronomical condi- 
tions, Which fac¢é was emphasized 
most forcibly to the observers by 
members of the Athens Chamber of 
Commerce and the faculty of the 
University of Georgia. The observ- 
ers, it was learned today, were very 
favorably impressed with Athens | 
and there is every indication that) 
the observatory will be located| 
here.
